The Prophecies Are Fulfilling Rapidly Now 
And The Time is at Hand. 


Deep Spirituality is Necessary as we Near The End. 


The world powers and world 
rulersdo not know the prophecies 
of Scripture. Very few of the 
professing Ohristians are watch- 
ing the daily movements in the 
light of Scripture. But those 
who are doing this know that the 
last days are upon us. 


Bible readers and Bible scholars 
know that Paul says, ‘‘That in 
the last days perilous times shall 
come.’’ (2 Tim. 3:1.) Peril, 
means ‘‘Kxposure to injury; 
danger; risk.” Perilous, means, 
“Full of peril; hazardous; dan- 
gerous.”’ 

As we take a view of the can- 
dition of the world today it is 
not at all difficult to see that 
perilous times are upon us, and 
if this is true it is certain we 
are living in the last days. 


It is not our desire to create a 
sensation and get people excited, 
but as we are so rapidly ap- 
proaching the great crisis it is 
well for us to beso well informed 
that we can keep cool during the 
most severe hardships and suffer- 
ing that we willl have to endure. 
We want to have our minds de- 
liberately made up to bear what 
ever comes so we will be more 
able to bear them.

For 
as asnare shall it come on all 
them that dwell on the face 
of the whole earth? Watch ye 
therefore, and pray always, that 
ye may-be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and tostand before 
the Son of man.”? (Luke 21:34 
—86.) 

Ooncerning the last days the 
prophet Isaiah says, ‘‘For, be- 
hold, the Lord cometh out of 
His place to pnnish the inhabi- 
tants of the earth for their ini- 
quity: the earth also shall dis- 
close her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain.” (Isa. 26: 
21.) This agrees with the state- 
ment of Jesus where He says, 
“For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be 
famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. 
All these are the beginning of 
sorrows.”
